Bristol Township's school budg­ 
et. as was expected, will moat 
likely wind up with an Increase 
of only four or five mills when 
it comes up for tenative adoption 
May 25 
Robert P. Martin, district su 
perintendent, was given a budget 
of 98,442.000 recently by the board 
with instructions to “trim it to 
four or five mills/* 
When the board began working 
on the budget two months ago 
it was anticipated that township 
taxpayers would face a 15-mu! 
tax increase or about $48 more 
annually rn real estate taxes 
However, it was pointed out in 
the CourierTlmes cm April 7, that 
the budget would be “pared down 
several mills ” The article point 
ad out that what the board mem­ 
bers were asking for and what 
the final figure would be were two 
different tilings, 
Now it appears the budget 
might run about $8,236,000, neces­ 
sitating a five-mill or $1$ yearly 
tax increase 
The township's current school 
budget Is 85.985,000. The present 
tax rate is 66 3 mills.

The entrenched and ineffective Republican 
Party leadership as represented by Chairman Ed­ 
ward B. Boyer of the County Commissioners and 
Party Chairman Fred E. Ziegler has for the past 
two months been energetically and intelligently 
challenged by the newly-formed Republican Alli­ 
ance.

The other contest finds Mrs. 
Adrienne Franklin, of Northamp­ 
ton Township, an incumbent who 
has the support of the Alliance, 
running against the organization 
choice, Mrs. Peggy O’Neill, Mid­ 
dletown for State Committeewom­ 
an. 
In the two Democrat State Com. 
mittee contests. Mulligan and his 
organization are supporting Philip 
J. Waters of Bristol, committee­ 
man for 16 years, and Mrs. Eva 
Horne Derr of Haycock Township, 
for reelection. 
Welsh is backing Joseph L. 
Harr Jr. (rf Quakertown and Mrs. 
Josephine A. Morris of Bensalem 
Township. 
Williams Gels Nod 
On the Republican side, veteran 
political observers are inclined 
to give Williams the nod over 
Kline. This ii on the basis of 
Williams’ two terms in Harris­ 
burg and the fact that he has 
always had strong voter support 
Also, the area where the organiza­ 
tion draws most of its support 
Lower Bucks * is in the 2nd Dis­ 
trict for the most part, and can 
not vote for Kline. 
Beckett predicts that his cham 
pion, Williams, will win by a 2-1 
sweep. Ziegler, on the other hand, 
is more conservate, predicting 
win for Kline “by a close 
margin." 
Observers see the key to the 
strength of each GOP faction in 
the slate committee contest be­ 
tween Mrs. O’Neill and Mrs 
Franklin. 
This contest is considered wide 
open and if Mrs. Franklin should 
win, they feel that the Alliance 
would be strengthened consider 
ably in its bid to take over party 
leadership. 
Close Battle 
The Democratic battle is seen 
as a closely fought one. Most ob­ 
servers are sticking with the in­ 
cumbents and say that when the 
ballots are tabulated, the Mull!

Derr will be the winners. 
Mulligan claims that he has 225 
organization committeepeople en­ 
tered in the primaries tomorrow 
Welsh claims almost a similar 
number, between 210 and 220 
Each man thus is laying claim 
to the majority since there are 
338 committee posts,

Welsh maintained that almost 
this same number elected him 
chairman over Mulligan in the 
Democrat committee election fra 
cas in Fairless Hills last Novem 
ber. 
He asserted that some 200 had 
remained, a f t e r Mulligan ad 
journed a meeting, and renamed 
him the new county chairman. 
Presented Affidavits 
lie later presented affidavits to 
that effect to State Chairman Otis 
B. Morse, but Morse ruled the 
election invalid because it held 
after the regular meeting was ad 
journed, 
The Republican Alliance, too, is 
claiming that it has more com 
mittee people committed to it than 
the organization has, 
In an ad run in local newspap­ 
ers, the Alliance maintained that 
it had 208 members of the COP 
committee lined up on its side. 
The ad listed the names of the 
209. 
This claim was hotly disputet 
by Chairman Ziegler who said 
that he had received many phone 
calls from persons whose names 
had been in the ad. They stater 
that their names had been used 
without their authorization.

sidents. Ziegler asserted that the 
Alliance was trying to intimidate 
the committeepeople. 
The real rift in the Republi­ 
can party began more than a year 
ago when Assemblyman Williams 
woke with Boyer, his former a1 
ly, and helped Paul Beckett win 
the party's re-nomination for dis­ 
trict attorney. 
At the time, Boyer f o u g h t 
against Beckert’s re-nomination 
There biri been bad blood be­ 
tween Boyer and Beckett since 
Jan. of 1961 when Beckert was 
prosecutor at the trial at yhkh 
th* county commissioner was ac 
quitted of taking protection money 
from discount houses in return 
for shielding them from indict­ 
ment for violation of the Sunday 
Blue Law. Boyer, then and now 
commission chairman, said that 
the money was for political con 
Unbuttons. 
Kline Gains 
Williams' opponent, William O 
Kline has emerged as the cham 
pion of the GOP Organization 
within recent weeks. He has ac 
cused the Alliance of “using the 
Boyer-Ziegler issue as a smoke 
screen for their power grab." He 
contends that Williams' record in 
Harrisburg is the prime issue in 
the campaign and not the county 
chairmanship. 
The Democrats have b e e 
watching the much-publicized Re­ 
publican fracas with interest. A 
great deal of their battling has 
been kept under wraps and both 
the Mulligan and Welsh forces 
were content to let the GOP take 
the spotlight until tomorrow.

bargam-rate bus line-commuter 
rail service. 
The plan calls for reduced bus 
rates for passengers who use rail 
lines from Lower Bucks to Phila­ 
delphia. 
Federal Graals 
SEPACT has requested federal 
grants to buy service on 23 bus 
routes in Bucks and Montgomery 
Counties and some outlying sec­ 
tions of Philadelphia. 
Involved in the proposed lower- 
cost commuter service would be 
the Reading and Pennsylvania 
railroads and existing bus lines 
in the Lower Bucks area. 
Other bus lines to be considered 
are those which have suspended 
service in certain areas because 
if was economically unprofitable 
for them to continue service on 
certain routes. 
Two operations are being con 
sidered. They are Operation North 
Penn-Hatboro and Operation Lev 
ittown. Operation Hatboro would 
serve the Montgomery County 
area from Philadelphia to various 
communities north to Hatboro. 
Operation Levittown would pro­ 
vide service to Cornwells Heights 
Bristol and Levittown. 
New Bus Route 
The plans call for a new bus 
route from Starwood to the Com 
wells Heights station, then to 
Andalusia, Nazareth Academy and 
Torresdale by way of Frankford 
Ave. 
Bristol area commuters, under 
the plans, would be served through 
restoration of the recently defunct 
Neibauer Bus Company. The bus 
line would start at Fleetwood 
Estates, pass the station (which 
it did not serve previously) and 
the business center of Bristol and 
Winder Village near Delhaas High 
School.
